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APB Charges MNCPPC Gave 
City "Short End of Stick” 

The city's Advisory Planning Board last week expressed dis¬ 
may over how the “mandatory dedication of open space” ordinance 
has worked out in Greenbelt. Reference was made to the tentative 
decision of the Maryland National Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission to permit the developers of Greenbriar apartments to make 
a cash payment equal to 5% of the assessed valuation of the tract 


instead of requiring them to deed 
open space. 

As a result, the APB said, in its 
report No. 105, the city is “receiving 
the short end of the stick” Instead 
of receiving 8+ acres of parkland, 
the city will end up with funds suf¬ 
ficient to purchase only about 2 
acres, the APB charged. 

The Greenbriar project invo*vc; 
about 80+ acres in the Smith-Ewing 
tract that will b? used for develop¬ 
ment of more than 1,000 units of 
garden apartments. The APB said 
that the 5% fee in lieu of dedica- 
ion would yield approximately 
$35,000 to $40,000. This amount, it 
estimates, would only permit pur¬ 
chase of roughly 2 acres of R-30 
zoned land. 

The APB also noted that since the 
developer was being allow*ed to give 
the fee in lieu of land dedication 
he will be able to construct more 
units than he would have been able 
to, given mandatory dedication. 
Thus, there will be less public land 
around Greenbriar to serve more 
residents than there would have 
been had mandatory dedication 
been required. 

Stronger Stand Urged 

The APB urged council to take 
an stronger stand in the future 
in support of mandatory dedication 
on any subdivision in Greenbelt 
On December 7. the city council 
had urged denial of the preliminary 
subdivision plan for Greenbriar, 
partly because the plan did not call 
for the 10% mandatory dedication. 
But at a meeting in January, the 
county planners gave tentative ap¬ 
proval to the subdivision plan with¬ 
out the mandatory dedication pro¬ 
vision, provided the developer satis¬ 
fied MNCPPCTs requirements for 
adequate recreation facilities. 

MNCPPC officials said last week 
that the proposal for giving money 
in lieu of land was only a recom¬ 
mendation of its staff and that it 
will be considered by the Prince 
Georges County Planning R;ard at 
the time the applicant submits ibe 
final subdivision plat for Green¬ 
briar. The staff also had recom¬ 
mended inclusion of a stipulation 
that the money be used to purchase 
land in conjunction with the high 
school site. 

About the only comfort out of ike 
situation, APB noted, was that ne¬ 
gotiations with MNCPPC officials 
have resulted in assurances that in 
Greenbelt the land or money would 
be turned over to the city (rather 
than to MNCPPC) since Greenbelt 
is outside the MNCPPC cams dis¬ 
trict. According to the county or¬ 
dinance passed in April 1970, the 
10% dedication of land required 
of developers upon building a sub¬ 
division was to be turned over to 
MNCPPC. The law also provides 
that where the land to be subdivided 
is very small Hess than 5 acres) or 
topographically unsuited for parks, 
the developer would instead bo re-, 
quired to make a cash payment to 
MNCPPC equal to 5% of the as¬ 
sessed valuation.

PAPER DRIVE HAS 
LIMITED SUCCESS 

The city's experimental newspa¬ 
per collection just about broke ev¬ 
en, if certain indirect expenses are 
not included in the cost-sheet and 
if the direct expense of vehicular 
use is also deleted. This seems to 
be the preliminary assessment fol¬ 
lowing the May 7 pick-up, A total 
of 11.4 tons of paper was collected. 
The revenue from the sale of this 
amount equalled salaries paid the 
six men who worked six hours each 
to make the collection. It did not 
meet such indirect costs to the 
city as these men's social security 
taxes or their retirement benefits. 

But how effective was the pick¬ 
up as an anti-pollution measure? 
Here also the outcome was not to¬ 
tally successful. During the three- 
week period that residents were on 
notice that the drive would be held, 
an estimated 30 to 90 tons of news¬ 
paper was delivered to Greenbelt 
The tonnage collected therefore 
equals at most a third of the total 
available. 

In evaluating the drive, city of¬ 
ficials are considering eliminating 
pick-ups in certain areas which 
were relatively unproductive — 
these being the areas of the apart¬ 
ment developments, for the most 
part. 

Pick-ups for the Lakeside North 
area, however, did not fit the pat¬ 
tern. There two enterprising News 
Review delivery boys, Andy Wood¬ 
ring and Glen Gans, had posted no¬ 
tices in basement rooms, offering to 
carry out any papers to the desig¬ 
nated collection point on Ridge Rd. 
The response to their offer was 
substantial, city officials noted with 
gratitude. 

The city offices have planned an¬ 
other paper drive for June 4. All 
areas of the city receiving regular 
city refuse pick-up are to be in¬ 
cluded in this drive. A decision on 
including those apartment com¬ 
plexes not receiving city refuse 
pick-up is forthcoming.

Candidates who had previously indicated an 
intent to remain independent found themselves caught in the ver¬ 
tex of controversy as both sides endorsed full slates for the five 
openings on the GHI board of directors. 


New Postal Rates 
Effective May 16 

Postmaster Emory Harman an¬ 
nounced that increases in most pos¬ 
tage rates will take effect May 16 
as the new United States Postal 
Service begins its task of achieving 
self-sufficiency as required by the 
Postal Reorganization Act. 

Harman explained that the new 
increases will raise first-class let¬ 
ter rates from 6 to 8 cents an 
ounce, and airmail letter rates from 
10 to 11 cents an ounce. Post cards 
will go from 5 to 6 cents each and 
airmail post cards will go from 8 
to 9 cents each. 

No changes are made in the rates 
for parcel post, which is the princi¬ 
pal component of fourth-class mad. 
However, increases will be made in 
the “book rate” which is classified 
as fourth class. 

The new temporary rates a.so 
make changes in other postage 
rate categories and special service 
fees, such as special delivery and 
registered mail.

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City Notes 

The impact on the city has been 
minimal this year, following the 
arrival of National Guard troops at 
the armory to control student 
demonstrations at the University 
otf Maryland. Tents for the troops 
have been set up in Greenbelt 
Regional Park, and the city has 
been informed that city facilities 
will be used only as a last resort. 
Permission was granted the Guard 
units, however, to use the city’s 
landfill site to dump refuse. Pos¬ 
sibly the greatest effect on Green¬ 
belt from the call-up was the five- 
day absence on duty with the 
Guard contiingent of Gary Sten- 
house, Assistant City Manager. 

In preparation for the Memorial 
Day services, to be conducted by 
members of the American Legion 
Post, the parks crew re landscaped 
around the War Memorial on Cen¬ 
terway. Over-large shrubs were 
pruned or removed and new ever¬ 
greens and annual flowers planted. 
New plants were purchased by the 
Greenbelt American Legion Post 

Odd jobs around town: cleaned 
the stream between Lakewood and 
Northway and poured the founda¬ 
tion for a 2-3 foot retaining wall 
across the stream, which will form 
a miniature waterfall; laid sod be¬ 
hind a new retaining wall on 
Southway, at the bay end of the 
lake, and near the Public Works 
Building; patched streets and side¬ 
walks, a major section being the 
sidewalk along Ridge near the 
North End School; erected a chain 
link fence at the second ball dia¬ 
mond in Springhill Lake to keep 
balls from rolling into the woods. 
Swimming pool attendants have 
been readying the pool for the new 
season. 

Two small dump trucks, both 
equipped with snow plows and one 
with salt spreading equipment, 
were delivered to the city. Al¬ 
though ordered in October, they 
were long delayed in delivery be¬ 
cause of strikes.

Tip of the Month

Greenbelt Fire Department 

The season has rolled around 
again for outdoor cooking. This 
is one of the pleasantest activities 
associated with summer. Unfor¬ 
tunately, each year many outdoor 
parties are turned into tragedy by 
accidental fires caused by lighter 
fluids and flaming food. 

Only liquids manufactured and 
sold for starting charcoal fires 
should be used. Before using, the 
instructions Should be cahefully 
read and understood. Liquids such 
as alcohol and gasoline release 
large clouds of flammable vapor 
in hot weather, and when ued to 
start a fire, can result in a ball of 
flame enveloping the user. Starter 
fluids should NEVER be used once 
the fire has been started. The extra 
time it might take to get the fire 
ready is worth the possible injury 
avoided. 

Food often blazes up when it is 
turned over on the grill. This op¬ 
eration should he done with care 
to avoid burns from the flash fire. 
It is always a good idea to keep 
water available to douse these 
flare-ups which are common in 
charcoal cooking. Loose clothing 
should never be worn at the grill 
as summer weight clothing is 
easily ignited by even the most 
brief contact with flame. Should 
clothing catch fire, DO NOT RUN, 
but lie down on the ground and 
roll over or wrap the person in a 
blanket. Lying down is the safest 
position as it reduces the chance 
of rapid spread of the fife and 
breathing of the smoke and hot 
gases. 

Apartment dwellers should re¬ 
member that it is against the law 
to use outdoor cooking equipment 
on or under balconies. Grills should 
be placed away from buildings and 
preferably in an area designated 
for that purpose. If in doubt about 
where to cook, check with your 
Resident Manager. Many apart¬ 
ments have special areas for out¬ 
side cooking. Remember, a few 
precautions and common sense can 
keep the cookout a safe and plea¬ 
sant experience.

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Safety Rules For 
Pleasure Boating 

Pleasure boating accidents and 
fatalities could be drastically re¬ 
duced if more boatmen would ob¬ 
serve a few simple safety rules and 
be more courteous, says VanLear 
Larrimer, Safety Programs Chair¬ 
man, Prince George’s County 
Chapter American Red Cross. The 
largest number of boating acci¬ 
dents — more than 1,250 a year- 
result from collisions with other 
vessels. 

“Vessel capsizing consistently ac¬ 
counts for more lives lost in boat¬ 
ing accidents than any other type 
of casualty,” said the ARC safety 
chairman. Nearly 600 persons each 
year die as a result of boats over¬ 
turning. To avoid capsizing, Mr. 
Larrimer advised boatmen not to 
overload or overpower their craft. 
Most boats made for outboard 
motor use have a capacity plate 
which indicates load limits and 
safe horsepower. 

The Red Cross recommends 
checking weather forecasts before 
venturing into open water and 
taking along a radio to keep post¬ 
ed on changing weather conditions. 

Another safety precaution is to 
forbid passengers to stand up or 
sit on the gunwales while you’re 
under way, he adds. 

There should be at least one 
Coast Guard-approved flotation de¬ 
vice or lifejacket for each person 
aboard. Insist that weak and non¬ 
swimmers wear them at all times. 
All others should wear them during 
hazardous weather condtions. 

If a boat is swamped or capsizes, 
it will usually stay on the surface. 
Stay with the boat and hang on 
until help arrives, unless you are 
in dangerous or extremely cold 
water. In that event, try to get 
ashore as quickly as possible. 

If a person who can swim falls 
overboard, toss him a lifesaving 
device. Stop the boat. Instruct the 
victim to swim to it and then pull 
him aboard. 

If a weak or non-swimmer falls 
overboard, first swing the stern 
away from the side from which he 
fell. Toss him a life preserver and 
promptly maneuver the boat back 
to him. Keep a close watch on 
him at all times and make the ap¬ 
proach as you would to a mooring 
' a reduced speed and slightly to 
windward, if possible. Shut off 
the motor within a few feet of the 
victim, then bring him aboard. 

Finally, Mr. Larrimer recom¬ 
mends that boats be equipped with 
essential gear-anchor, oars, boat 
hook, extra lines or rope, fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, tool kit, first aid kit 
and running lights if the vessel is 
to be used after dark. “And ” he 
emphasizes, “all boat owners 
should know first aid, including 
how to administer artificial respi¬ 
ration.”
